December 1944 - April 1945 - Held the Referet lllb in SD 
Abeohnitt Hue mb erg; was native M Werewolf and 
Bunds chuh organiser. 

May 1945 - Surrendered to OS military authorities in 
Hlrsohbaoh near prarrkirohen. 

May - September 194? - Interrogated by 3rd Army Intelligence 
and considered for placement in Arte A Monuments 
Section of the MO In Munich. Shopped as an 
“active agent” by 3rd Any in September because 
It vae too difficult to place a man of hie high 
SD rank (Major) in the Munich government. 

1945-47 or 48 - Because of hie "automatic arrest" status , 
he vae returned to various prison camps In 
Bavaria. Mae released in 1947 or 1948 and 
returned to Frankfurt.
